ORDERED that the application is returned to the 
examiner 

(1) to have the Appellant submit a Supplemental appeal 
brief in compliance with 37 CFR § 41.37(c) (1) (v) ; 

(2) to submit a corrected Examiner's Answer in 
accordance with MPEP § 1207.02(A)(8) listing the required 
references under the proper heading; and 
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(3) for such further action as may be appropriate. 
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
